REGISTRATION SET FOR YOUNG PEOPLE’S CLASSES AT 
THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 

Open registration for Young People’s Classes at The Cleveland Museum of Art 
this fall is set for Saturday, September 23. Members’ registration is Friday, 
September 22. 

Each of the twelve courses is designed for specific age levels, from three to 
fourteen. Children can learn about the Museum collection from all periods and 
cultures through gallery visits and informal studio sessions. Fall offerings include 
"Asian Adventure," "Imagination Station," and "Metropolis." 

Museum members may register from 10:00 am to 4:00 pm, September 22; 
members and nonmembers may register from 9:30 am to 3:30 pm, September 23. 
(Museum memberships are available at registration). Class size is limited and 
enrollment is on a first come, first served basis. Each student must be registered by 
an adult, in person, at the Museum; children need not be present to register. 

The course fee is $15 for members and $20 for nonmembers, to be paid at 
registration. Classes involving children and parents are $30 for members, $40 for 
nonmembers.

Fall classes begin October 14 and meet every Saturday through December 9 (no 
classes November 25). Each class is offered twice, once from 10:00-11:30 am and 
repeated at 1:30-3:00 pm. The attached flier describes each course. 
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
